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Obama dials for pizza, 
gets space station

WASHINGTON (AFP) - As¬ 
tronauts aboard the Interna¬ 
tional Space Station got a very 
long-distance call yesterday 
from US President Barack 
Obama, who joked that he 
thought he was dialing out for 
pizza. 

Hot from giving a press 
conference at which he pushed 
Republicans to reach a deal on 
raising the US debt ceiling, the 
American president took time 
out to chat with the 10 astro¬ 
nauts currently aboard the ISS. 

"I was just dialing out for 
pizza, and I didn't expect to 
end up in space," Obama 
quipped, raising a laugh from 
the gathered crew. 

But turning serious, he told 
the astronauts how proud he 
was of them and said their 
work "ushers in an exciting 
new era to push the frontiers of 
space exploration and human 
spaceflight." 

"The space program has al¬ 
ways embodied our sense of 
adventure and exploration and 
courage," the president said. 

He said he wanted to thank 
all the men and women of 
NASA for the work that has 
been poured into the 30-year 
space shuttle program which 
will end when Atlantis and its 
crew of four return to Earth 


next week. 

"You helped our country 
lead the space age, you con¬ 
tinue to inspire us." 

Atlantis shuttle commander 
Chris Ferguson replied that: 
"We're honored to represent 
everybody on the planet 
Earth." 

"Godspeed as you guys re¬ 
turn home next week," Obama 
wished them. 

Earlier the four crew mem¬ 
bers from the Atlantis had re¬ 
paired one of the space 
shuttle's four main computers 
after it crashed triggering an 
overnight alarm. 

The glitch, which startled 
the astronauts out of bed, 
threatened to dampen the last- 
ever mission of the space shut¬ 
tle program. 

But the crew were able to 
recover use of the computer 
and NASA believes it will be 
configured normally for the 
shuttle's last return to Earth on 
July 21. 

Despite what the NASA of¬ 
ficial described as "little hic¬ 
cups along the way," including 
an earlier problem with general 
purpose computer 3, the At¬ 
lantis mission is on track, with 
some 70 percent of equipment 
and supply transfer to the 
space station complete. 


Interesting course on the History of 
Aruba presented by University of 
Aruba 



The Center of Investigation 
and Development of the Uni¬ 
versity of Aruba, together 
with the division of Investi¬ 
gation and Documentation of 
the Department of Culture, 
recently organized and con¬ 
ducted a special course on 
Oral History. There were 21 
participants from various 
government departments who 
volunteered to prepare them¬ 
selves to become investiga¬ 
tors of the Oral History of 
Aruba. This investigation 
will collect and register infor¬ 
mation obtained through the 
medium of interviews of our 
senior citizens. 

There are four topics that 
will be researched. The topics 


are: Family History, History 
of the Barrio, Pre-Industrial 
Aruba and the Customs of the 
end of the year. 

In order to conduct this in¬ 
vestigation, those who will be 
doing the interviewing will 
need careful training, and ad¬ 
equate preparation. As of the 
start of the year, work groups 
began collecting information 
and orientating themselves 
on their specific topic. 

This year the work groups 
began searching for literature 
on the subject, assessing in¬ 
formation which already ex¬ 
ists on the topics at our 
National Library, the Na¬ 
tional Archives and from 
other departments and insti¬ 


tutions. 

One of the groups’ main 
concerns now is to decide 
who are the key persons to 
approach from whom they 
will get the information they 
need. 

They have prepared a list 
of questions for their inter¬ 
views. They want answers 
from our senior citizens for 
these question that they be¬ 
lieve our seniors would have. 

In an effort to support this 
project, the University of 
Aruba has organized a num¬ 
ber of lectures and courses to 
complement the investigative 
work of the groups.

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First US troops leave 
Afghanistan as drawdown 
begins 


Obama under fire for 
not meeting Dalai Lama 



WASHINGTON (AFP)-The 
first American soldiers of 
about 10,000 due to leave 
Afghanistan this year have 
flown home, military offi¬ 
cials said Friday, kicking off 
a gradual drawdown due to 
be completed in 2014. 

US President Barack 
Obama in June announced 
that 33,000 American troops 
would leave Afghanistan by 
the end of next summer, leav¬ 
ing behind 65,000 and effec- 
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tively ending a 
military surge or¬ 
dered into the 
country late 2009. 

Around 650 
US army troops 
deployed north¬ 
west of the capital 
in the province of 
Parwan flew out 
on Wednesday 
and will not be re¬ 
placed by an incoming unit, 
the US military confirmed 
Friday. 

US officers have said that 
a total of about 800 soldiers 
in two Army units will depart 
this month. 

The speed of the draw¬ 
down has been heavily criti¬ 
cised in Washington — 
liberals wanted more, Repub¬ 
lican hawks complained it 


was too fast and top Pentagon 
officials felt snubbed for hav¬ 
ing much of their advice 
overruled. 

The troops who left 
Wednesday were from the 
Iowa National Guard's 1st 
Squadron, 113rd Cavalry 
Regiment and their duties 
will be taken on by others al¬ 
ready in the country. 

US officers have said that 
with no major troop with¬ 
drawals until later in the year, 
US commanders will have 
virtually the entire surge 
force on the ground through 
the summer fighting season. 

There are currently 
around 150,000 US-led for¬ 
eign troops on the ground in 
Afghanistan, including about 
99,000 Americans. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
lawmakers and human rights 
activists on Friday sharply crit¬ 
icized President Barack 
Obama for not meeting the 
Dalai Lama, accusing him of 
bowing to Chinese pressure to 
shun the Tibetan leader. 

Obama is engrossed in talks 
on the US debt and the Dalai 
Lama closes his nearly two- 
week trip, in which he led 
thousands in a Buddhist ritual,

"It's deeply disappointing 
that the president caved to Chi¬ 
nese pressure not to meet with 
the Dalai Lama.”said Repre¬ 
sentative Ileana Ros-Lehtinen, 
chairwoman of the House For¬ 
eign Affairs Committee. 

US lawmakers including 
House Speaker John Boehner, 
Ros-Lehtinen and top House 
Democrat Nancy Pelosi wel¬ 
comed the Dalai Lama to the 
Capitol on July 7, voicing sol- 


Chile miners sue government 
for 69-dav ordeal

SANTIAGO, Chile (AFP) - 
Some 31 miners who endured 
69 days trapped underground 
when a northern Chile mine 
collapsed are suing the gov¬ 
ernment for negligence saying 
there was lack of security, one 
of them said Friday. 

"We want what we went 
through at the bottom of that 
mine to be recognized. We are 
here to say that the 31 of us 


wish that all our suffering, and 
the suffering of our families, is 
recognized," miner Luis 
Urzua told reporters. 

A total of 33 miners were 
trapped underground from Au¬ 
gust 5 to October 13 2010 
after a cave-in at the San Jose 
gold and copper mine in 
northern Chile. 

After 69 days and a spec¬ 
tacular rescue operation with 
the world watching, they were 
hauled out safely from 700 
meters (2,290 feet) below 
ground. 

Only 31 of the group have 
joined the lawsuit against the 
Chilean government, and a 
lawyer filed the suit Friday re¬ 
questing $540,000 in compen¬ 
sation for each of the miners. 

The miners allege that the 
National Geology and Mines 
Bureau had failed to carry out 
proper inspections of the 


mine's security and working 
conditions. 

One of the plaintiffs, miner 
Claudio Yanez, said the mine 
had had accidents in the past 
and at one time had been 
closed. 

"Everyone knows that in 
2005 and 2007 there were two 
deaths in this mine, and that 
since then it had always been 
a dangerous mine," Yanez told 
CNN Chile.

Admiral Mike Mullen vis¬ 
ited China this week, the first 
trip by the top US military of¬ 
ficer in four years.

The Dalai Lama, who en¬ 
joys wide popularity in the 
United States, says he is peace¬ 
fully seeking rights for Ti¬ 
betans and accepts Chinese 
rule. Beijing insists that he is a 
"splittist" bent on dividing 
China. 

Sophie Richardson of 
Human Rights Watch ques¬ 
tioned why Obama would shy 
away from the Dalai Lama 
after Beijing last month defi¬ 
antly rolled out the red carpet 
for Sudan's President Omar al- 
Bashir, who is wanted on 
genocide charges. 

Obama did not meet the 
Dalai Lama during the monk's 
2009 visit, upsetting human 
rights campaigners. He re¬ 
ceived the Dalai Lama at the 
White House last year, albeit 
away from cameras in a pri¬ 
vate residence. 

The United States has also 
stayed cautious on another 
point of friction with China — 
arms sales to Taiwan, which 
Beijing considers a territory. 
The administration has yet to 
move on Taiwan's requests to 
buy F-16 fighter jets despite 
appeals for action from nearly 
half of the US Senate.

It's tough at the top for alpha males: study

If you're feeling envious of 
your boss's paycheck, a study 
out this past week shows that 
success comes with high 
stress, possibly as much as 
faced by those who have to 
struggle to find a bite to eat. 

The results of nine years 
of research on wild baboons, 
published in the journal Sci¬ 
ence, suggest that despite 
perks like easy access to 
mates and food, top-ranking 
males experience similar 
stress levels as their lowest- 
rung counterparts. 

Those in the middle 
showed lower stress than ei¬ 
ther the top or bottom rank¬ 
ing males, according to 
measurements of testosterone 
and a stress hormone known 
as glucocorticoid. 

"Alpha males exhibited 


much higher stress hormone 
levels than second-ranking 
(beta) males, suggesting that 
being at the top may be more 
costly than previously 
thought," said the study led 


by researchers at Princeton 
University. 

Samples were taken from 
the feces of a wild male baboon 
population in Ambelosi, Kenya. 

Alpha baboons spent lots 
of energy fighting to stay on 
top and trying to mate with as 
many females as possible, 
while the low-ranking males 
expended lots of effort 
searching for food. 

Meanwhile, there may be 
perks for not reaching quite 
so high. 

The second-rate beta 
males received about the 
same amount of attention — 
in the form of grooming — 
from females, but did 
"slightly better than pre¬ 
dicted" at reaching their "full 
reproductive potential," the 
study said.

Now, researchers in Iran are 
working on a technique that 
could revolutionize pros¬ 
thetic dentistry, allowing 
dentists to print dental im¬ 
plants or crowns in minutes, 
rather than waiting the days 
or weeks it currently takes 
to take molds, make a cast, 
and create implants the old- 
fashioned way. 

The technique, called 
rapid prototyping, combines 
medical imaging with com¬ 
puter-aided design to build 


an exact, perfect-fit 
replica of the tooth or 
bone out of biocompatible 
composite material. A 
laser cures powdered or 
liquid polymer into com¬ 
plex shapes previously 
impossible, or at least ex¬ 
tremely difficult, to pro¬ 
duce. This technique can 
create solid or porous 
shapes, and easily creates 
objects with overhangs, 
sharp corners, and under¬ 
cuts. 

The research team also 
pointed out that the med¬ 
ical imaging technology 
that works best for this 
type of application, called 
cone-beam computed to¬ 
mography or CBCT, is 
also lower in both cost and 
patient exposure to radiation. 
The technique is still proba¬ 
bly a few years out from 
commercial development, 
however, so don't put off your 
next visit to the dentist while 
we wait!

Windows 8 isn’t even out yet and talk is already spinning off in the di¬ 
rection of Windows 9, which apparently won’t be called that. The next next- 
gen operating system will reportedly be built to function across all of 
Microsoft's platforms, including PCs, tablets, phones and, notably, whatever 
the next Xbox turns out to be, This Is Next reports via an unnamed source. 

The next OS will supposedly launch sometime in the next four year, 
which lines up with the expected 2014-or-later arrival of the next-generation 
Xbox.

Reports that Apple would release the new version of its ultra-thin Mac- 
Book Air laptop this week are wrong, says John Paczkowski at All Things 
Digital. The new MacBookAir model is actually coming next week, accord¬ 
ing to “several sources” who spoke with Paczkowski. 

Rumors about the imminent release of new MacBook Airs have been 
floating around for some time. At the end of June, Best Buy halted all ship¬ 
ments of MacBook Air orders, listing the product as “not available.” This, of 
course, set the rumor mill into motion. Then, last week, it was reported that 
an update would come on July 13. But, two days later, and still no new Mac¬ 
BookAir. 

In addition to release date murmurs, it was also rumoured that the new 
MacBookAir line will receive some major spec upgrades. Applelnsider re¬ 
ports that the 11.6-inch and 13.3-inch models will now come with 4GB of 
RAM, up from the 2GB offered in the last iteration. 

That information comes via Concord Securities analyst Ming-Chi Kuo, 
who also reports that Apple will do away with the 64GB SSD storage option, 
and replace it with a minimum size of 128GB. A 256GB option will also be 
available, Kuo says.

Medical breakthroughs set to 
buoy AIDS council of war 


ROME (AFP) -The biggest 
medical forum on AIDS kicks 
off on Sunday to a buzz of ex¬ 
citement about potential strate¬ 
gies for curbing a pandemic 
that has now claimed 30 mil¬ 
lion lives in its three-decade 
history. 

A four-day conference in 
Rome will mull dramatic evi¬ 
dence that drugs designed to 
treat patients with HIV can be 
used to shield uninfected peo¬ 
ple from the AIDS virus. 

This could be the best news 
in 15 years, when antiretrovi¬ 
ral drugs started to transform 
the human immunodeficiency 
virus (HIV) from a death sen¬ 
tence to a manageable disease. 

It opens up dazzling op¬ 
tions for rolling back a pan¬ 
demic for which there is still 
no cure or vaccine, say some 
experts. 

"Over the past 18 months, 
there has a been a string of 
good results from trials, and 
this has generated a fair bit of 
optimism," Jean-Francois Del- 
fraissy, director of the French 
Agency for AIDS Research 
(ANRS), told AFP. 

"Until recently, no one had 
found a medical way to pre¬ 
vent HIV — all there was, es¬ 
sentially, was the condom and 
the message of safe sex." 

The conference will gather 



thousands of specialists, rang¬ 
ing from virologists to phar¬ 
macologists and disease 
trackers 

It is staged once every two 
years by the International 
AIDS Society (IAS), which 
also organises the Interna¬ 
tional AIDS Conference, a 
bigger event that touches on 
the pandemic's many social di¬ 
mensions. 

Here are the some main 
causes for all the excitement: 

— a trial conducted among 
"sero-discordant" heterosexual 
couples in Africa, meaning 
couples in which one partner 
had been tested positive HIV 
while the other was unin¬ 
fected. 

The risk of HIV infection 
fell by a whopping 96 percent 
when the infected partner 


started early use of daily anti¬ 
retrovirals. 

— a trial conducted among 
sero-discordant heterosexual 
couples in Kenya and Uganda 
which took a quite different 
tack. It asked the uninfected 
partner to take the daily anti- 
HIV pill. 

The risk of infection fell 62 
to 73 percent compared with 
couples where the uninfected 
partner took a placebo. 

Some campaigners say 
"treatment as prevention" — 
treating infected people 
swiftly so that they do not in¬ 
fect others — should now 
spearhead the war on AIDS. 

In 2009, more than 33 mil¬ 
lion people were living with 
HIV and 2.6 million people 
became newly infected, ac¬ 
cording to UNAIDS. 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
A sexually transmitted dis¬ 
ease known as Trichomonas 
vaginalis is twice as common 
as previously thought, and is 
particularly prevalent in 
women over 40, US doctors 
said this week 

Using new genetic assay 
technologies for testing, the 
research led by Johns Hop¬ 
kins University found that the 
overall infection rate among 
US women was 8.7 percent, 
compared to previous find¬ 
ings of about four percent. 

Analyzing data from 
7,593 American women be¬ 
tween the ages of 18 and 89, 
women 50 and older showed 


the highest trichomonas in¬ 
fection rate at 13 percent. 

Women in their 40s 
showed an 11 percent infec¬ 
tion rate, said the study which 
spanned 28 states and "is be¬ 
lieved to be the largest and 
most in-depth analysis of the 
STD ever performed in the 
United States," the study au¬ 
thors said. 

Since the parasite often 
causes no symptoms in 
women but can lead to severe 
health problems, senior study 
investigator Charlotte Gaydos 
of Johns Hopkins in Mary¬ 
land said she is urging all 
women over 40 to get tested. 

The parasitic disease often 
causes no symptoms, but can 
result in painful urination or 
genital itching and discharge. 
Trichomonas infection can 
also make it easier for HIV to 
be transmitted, and can cause 
pelvic inflammatory disease 
and pregnancy and birth com¬ 
plications.

The US government is spending $30 million (21 million 
euros) on the campaign -- nearly $30 per inhabitant of the 
tiny kingdom.

Experts: Eat Invasive Species To Control Population 


America get ready: a new de¬ 
licacy may be coming to a table 
near you. That’s right, environ¬ 
mentalists, consumer groups 
and scientists are seriously 
working up new solutions to 
control the ever rising popula¬ 
tions of invasive aquatic 
species in America, and want 
people to step up their eating 
game and devour away the in¬ 
festation. 

Among the top offenders is 
the lionfish. With its dark red 
and black stripes, spotted fins 
and venomous black spikes, it 
seems like it wouldn’t make a 
nice meal choice. But accor¬ 
ding to experts, lionfish fritters 
may be on the table soon. 

The invasive lionfish is dev¬ 
astating reef fish populations 


along the Florida coast and into 
the Caribbean. The novel idea 
to turn this predator into a din¬ 
ner menu item aims to take 
pressure off depleted ocean fish 
stocks. 

“Instead of eating some¬ 
thing like shark fin soup, why 
not eat a species that is causing 
harm, and with your meal 
make a positive contribution?” 
Philip Kramer, director of the 
Caribbean program for the Na¬ 
ture Conservancy, said. 

Invasive species have be¬ 
come an incommodious prob¬ 
lem in the US, with ever- 
increasing populations of Asian 
Carp overrunning the Missis¬ 
sippi River and European 
Green Crab mobbing the coast¬ 
lines. These invasive species

have few natu¬ 
ral predators 
and have 
thrived in our 
waters, eating 
native animals 
and out-com¬ 
peting them for 
food and habi¬ 
tat. 

Experts are 
hoping to lure 
seafood eaters 
away from 
menu items such as grouper 
that is over-fished and the 
threatened Chilean sea bass, re¬ 
placing them with Asian carp 
and lionfish. 

Wenonah Hauter, the exec¬ 
utive director of Food and 
Water Watch recommends that 
diners eat invasive species as a 
“safer, more sustainable” alter¬ 
native to other endangered 
aquatic species, and to encour¬ 
age fishermen and markets to 
provide them. 

“What these species need 
now is a better — sexier — 
profile, and more cooks who 


know how to use them,” she 
said. Hauter has enlisted cele¬ 
brity chefs to promote invasive 
dining. 

Human consumption of the 
invasive species is only part of 
the answer. Scientists say a 
comprehensive plan to restore 
native fish populations to 
healthy levels must include 
erecting physical barriers to 
prevent further dissemination 
of invasive species and also 
restoring native fish predators 
to depleted habitats. 

Kramer is concerned that 
marketing lionfish as a food 


choice might increase the num¬ 
ber of traps on reefs, which 
could trap other fish as well. 
He said the spear fishing was 
the most sustainable way to 
catch lionfish, which are reef 
dwellers. 

To increase the culinary de¬ 
mand for invasive species, 
Food and Water Watch has 
teamed up with the James 
Beard Foundation and Kerry 
Heffernan, to devise recipes 
using the invaders. At a recent 
taste test, Asian carp ceviche 
and braised lionfish filet were 
on the menu. 

Surprisingly, lionfish tasted 
great. The group had to hire 
fishermen to catch the pests. 
Heffernan said he would con¬ 
sider putting them on his 
menu. 

Fionfish can carry cigua- 
toxin, which causes vomiting 
and neurological problems, so 
they cannot be fished in waters 
where the microbe that pro¬ 
duces the toxn is found. The 
fish’s venomous spines must 
also be removed before sale.

Its shell constricted by a plastic 
band, this turtle is just one vic¬ 
tim of the great garbage patch. 

But while the reptile may 
be deformed, it is more fortu¬ 
nate than many of the animals 
that come into contact with the 
huge sea of waste in the north¬ 
ern Pacific Ocean. 

Greenpeace workers have 
found countless dead seabirds, 
their stomachs laced with plas¬ 
tic items such as bottle tops, 
lighters and balloons. 

It is most likely that the tur¬ 
tle’s damaged shell was caused 
when as a youngster he 
crawled through a plastic band 
that it could then not remove. 

Sea turtles are prone for 
mistaking plastic items, parti¬ 
cularly bags, for jellyfish, one 


of their favourite foods. The 
plastic can block the digestive 
tract, leading to a slow and ag¬ 
onising death from starvation. 

Earlier this year, another 
operation in Hawaii disco¬ 
vered a dead turtle who had 


more than 1,000 items of plas¬ 
tic in his stomach.

Obama warns US 'running out of 
time' for debt deal 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama 
pressed polarized lawmakers 
Friday to avert economic "Ar¬ 
mageddon” by quickly forging 
an elusive deal to prevent an 
early August debt default with 
ruinous global consequences. 

"We’re obviously running out 
of time," Obama warned at the 
White House, as Democrats 
and Republicans in the House 
of Representatives met sepa¬ 
rately to discuss the way for¬ 
ward and Senate leaders 
worked on a last-ditch com¬ 
promise. 

Obama renewed his prefer¬ 
ence for a "grand bargain" slic¬ 
ing deep into spending, cutting 
entitlement programs dear to 
his fellow Democrats, but Re¬ 
publicans have flatly rejected 
his call for higher taxes on the 
rich. 


The US president, sure to be 
judged in the 2012 elections 
based on his handling of the 
jobs-poor US economy, sig¬ 
naled he would not reject a 
last-minute compromise key 
lawmakers were drafting be¬ 
hind closed doors. 

"Let’s at least avert Ar¬ 
mageddon," he said after five 
straight days of crisis talks at 
the White House failed to 
reach a deal on closing the 
yawning budget deficit while 
raising the US debt limit from 
its current $14.3 trillion. 

Economists and finance and 
business leaders have warned 
that failure to raise the US debt 
ceiling by August 2 could send 
shock waves through a world 
economy still reeling from the 
2008 collapse. 

Ratings agencies Moody’s 


and Standard & Poor’s have 
warned they may downgrade 
Washington's sterling Triple-A 
debt rating, and leading US 
creditor China, Wall Street 
titan JPMorgan Chase and the 
Federal Reserve have also 
sounded the alarm. 

With time running short, 
Obama's top Republican foes 
in Congress called for votes 
next week on their plan for se¬ 
vere spending cuts on the way 
to amending the US Constitu¬ 
tion to require cash-strapped 
Washington to balance its 
budget. 

Washington hit its debt ceil¬ 
ing on May 16 and has used 
spending and accounting ad¬ 
justments, as well as higher- 
than-expected tax receipts, to 
continue operating normally, 
but can only do so until August 
2. 


European markets slip ahead 
of bank stress test results 


PARIS, France (AFP) - Euro¬ 
pean stock markets closed 
mostly lower in volatile trade 
Friday as nervous investors 
waited for key bank stress test 
results in the hope they will 
show some light at the end of 
the debt tunnel. 

Dealers said that with 
growing fears the eurozone 
debt crisis could snag Italy 
and Spain after Greece, Ire¬ 
land and Portugal, sentiment 
took another knock as the rat¬ 
ings agencies put the United 
States in the firing line as well. 


The stand-off between 
President Barack Obama and 
his Republican opponents on 
agreeing a new debt ceiling is 
worrying but there is a politi¬ 
cal imperative for both sides 
to compromise and the situa¬ 
tion is not the same as in Eu¬ 
rope. 

They said the immediate 
concern Friday was the Euro¬ 
pean Banking Authority stress 
test results, announced after 
the close, which showed eight 
failures out of the 91 banks re¬ 
viewed. 


The EBA said the failed 
banks would need 2.5 billion 
euros in additional capital to 
bring them up to strength — a 
small sum compared with the 
massive amounts needed to 
bolster the eurozone and stave 
off default for Greece. 

Critics have noted that the 
tests, while more severe than 
last year's exercise, did not in¬ 
clude the possibility of a sov¬ 
ereign default and so were not 
as tough as they should have 
been given Greece's immedi¬ 
ate problems.

THE HAGUE, The Nether¬ 
lands (AFP) - Four top Dutch 
banks said on Friday they had 
passed the EU bank stress 
tests. 

ING, Rabobank, ABN 
Amro and SNS, which to¬ 
gether represent about 75 per¬ 
cent of the Dutch banking 
sector, were among 91 Euro¬ 
pean banks subjected to the 


tests. 

Test results showed top 
class Tier One shareholder 
fund ratios in worst case sce¬ 
narios at 10.8 percent for 
Rabobank, 9.2 percent for 
ABN Amro, 8.7 percent for 
ING and 7.0 percent for SNS, 
above the baseline of 5.0 per¬ 
cent, the banks said in sepa¬ 
rate statements. 


Oil prices rebound 
from sell-off 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Oil 
prices rebounded in New York 
on Friday after the European 
Union released the results of 
closely watched bank stress 
tests, revealing that its banks 
had fared better than expected. 

New York's main contract, 
West Texas Intermediate 
(WTI) light sweet crude for de¬ 
livery in August, gained $1.55 
to close at $95.56 a barrel. 

The end-of-week rally 
made up some ground that had 
been lost on Thursday, when 
WTI dived by $2.36. 

But the release of European 
bank stress-test results lifted 
some of the tensions over Eu¬ 
rope's economy, Melek said. 

The EU's banking regulator, 
the European Banking Author¬ 


ity, announced that eight banks 
had flunked the stress tests de¬ 
signed to assess their ability to 
withstand a worst-case eco¬ 
nomic scenario. 

Eight institutions — five 
Spanish banks, two Greek 
banks and one Austrian bank - 
- failed to meet the EBA's new 
capital requirements, it said. 

Traders had been awaiting 
the results of the tests to gauge 
the impact of the eurozone's 
broadening debt crisis, which 
could potentially cut into Eu¬ 
ropean energy demand. 

Separately, the oil market 
was pushed in different direc¬ 
tions by economic data re¬ 
leased in the United States, the 
world's largest consumer of 
oil. 


Eurozone debt summit 
July 21 in Brussels: EU 
president 


BRUSSELS, Belgium(AFP) - 
Eurozone nations will hold an 
extraordinary summit on July 
21 in Brussels on ways to 
tackle the debt crisis and pro¬ 
vide fresh aid for bailed-out 
Greece, EU president Herman 
Van Rompuy said Friday. 

EU officials have been try¬ 
ing to fix a summit for several 
days. 

The fact that a date has 
been chosen suggests they 
may finally have made some 
headway on a second bailout 
for Greece, which is proving 
highly controversial. 

But a source close to the 
talks said Friday that there 


had been progress, even if 
there was still work to be 
done. 

Germany, the eurozone's 
economic powerhouse, wants 
private sector creditors to 
share some of the burden of a 
new Greek bailout. 

But the European Central 
Bank is adamantly opposed, 
fearing it would trigger a po¬ 
tentially disastrous default. 

The problems in Greece, 
however, have spread: Ireland 
and Portugal have also had to 
be bailed out, while Italy and 
Spain are seen to be at risk 
given the strained state of 
their public finances.

SOUTH AFRICA - (AFP)- 
Nelson Mandela returned to 
his childhood village ahead of 
his 93rd birthday Monday as 
South Africa and the world 
prepared to honour the most 
celebrated living statesman on 
the planet. 

For the third year, at the re¬ 
quest of his charitable founda¬ 


tion, July 18 will be observed 
as Mandela Day, recognised 
by the United Nations as a 
global call to volunteer for 
good causes for 67 minutes — 
representing each year of Man¬ 
dela's life in active politics. 

"It is hard to sum up Man¬ 
dela's achievements and con¬ 
tribution to the country's 


struggle for freedom," said 
Shadrack Gutto, of the Centre 
for African Renaissance Stud¬ 
ies at the University of South 
Africa. 

The ailing former president 
arrived at his childhood village 
of Qunu in the Eastern Cape 
on Thursday in a military med¬ 
ical aircraft. 

His trip was done dis¬ 
creetly, the public and journal¬ 
ists were kept away. 

It was unclear where Man¬ 
dela would spend his birthday 
as his foundation refused to 
comment on his plans. 

However he is expected to 
celebrate it with his family, 
which he has rarely left since a 
health scare in January when 
he was hospitalised for an 
acute respiratory infection. 

It's a far cry from the fan¬ 
fare that once greeted his birth¬ 
day. 

This year, 93 children from 
around the country are invited 
to his foundation on Monday, 
but they aren't expected to 
meet the man most South 
Africans know as Madiba, his 
clan name. 

All the nation's 12.4 mil¬ 
lion school children will erupt 
in song in a special "Happy 
Birthday" rendition with an 
African twist, penned by a 
local composer. 

Companies, charities and 
celebrities have all announced 
plans for the day. 

As South Africa's first 
black president, Mandela is 
revered for ushering in democ¬ 
racy and for his personal sac¬ 
rifices in fighting the 
white-minority apartheid 
regime that jailed him for 27 
years. 



LONDON(AFP) — Two men 
are due to appear in court on 
in connection with an alleged 
plot targeting soul singer Joss 
Stone. 

Junior Bradshaw, 30, and 
Kevin Liverpool, 33, both 
from St Stephen's Close, Man¬ 
chester, will appear for a pre¬ 
liminary hearing at Exeter 
Crown Court. 

They have both been 
charged with conspiracy to 
commit robbery and conspir¬ 
acy to commit grievous bodily 
harm. 

The pair were arrested in 
the Devon town of Cullomp- 


ton on June 16, near Stone's 
home. 

Grammy-winner Stone, 24, 
has sold more than 11 million 
albums worldwide, with her 
2003 debut "The Soul Ses¬ 
sions" and its follow-up "Mind 
Body and Soul" going plat¬ 
inum in Britain, the United 
States and Europe. 

The singer, who was re¬ 
cently cast as a Bond girl in a 
James Bond video game, is es¬ 
timated to have a personal for¬ 
tune of £9 million, according 
to a list of Britain's wealthiest 
people published by The Sun¬ 
day Times newspaper.

Hushovd stuns Roy as Voeckler 
keeps yellow jersey 


Phelps has 'nothing to 
prove' says Popov 



SHANGHAI (AFP) - Russ¬ 
ian swimming legend 
Alexander Popov insisted 
Thursday that Michael 
Phelps had nothing left to 
prove as the US star looks to 
put a drop in form behind 
him at the Shanghai world 
championships. 

Phelps, the biggest name 
in swimming, returns to 
China for the worlds after his 
devastating showing in Bei¬ 
jing in 2008, where he won 
eight gold medals, taking his 
overall Olympic tally to an 
astonishing 14 golds. 

But sprint king Popov, 
who himself has four gold 
medals after a 50m/100m 
freestyle double at the 
Barcelona Olympics in 1992 
and at the Atlanta Games in 
1996, said Phelps's standing 
as one of the all-time greats 
was secure. 

"Does he really need to do 
that?" Popov said, when 
asked if Phelps could repeat 
his Beijing success. 

"Michael, I think for him 
the biggest part is enjoyment. 
He can swim backwards, he 
can swim upwards, down¬ 
wards, he will still be Phelps. 

"So for us we shouldn't 
even be asking this question, 


whether he will be as good as 
he was. He still is, he still will 
be for many, many years, so 
Michael is Michael. He is up 
there. We are down here." 

Phelps, who won five gold 
medals at the 2009 Rome 
world championships, has 
turned in some poor results 
this year including a 400m 
individual medley loss to 
team-mate Ryan Lochte. 

More significantly, Phelps 
has been beaten in his 
favourite event, the 200m 
butterfly, three times this year 
— twice to China's Wu Peng 
and once to Australian Nick 
D'Arcy — ending a nine-year 
winning streak. 

Popov said he was looking 
forward to seeing the power¬ 
ful Chinese team perform in 
front of home crowds, and 
that he had heard good things 
about emerging star Sun 
Yang, 19. 

Popov, in Shanghai with 
the bid team from Kazan, who 
Friday were awarded the 2015 
world championships by gov¬ 
erning body FINA, said the 
win was a big boost for Russia 
and Russian swimming. 

The 14th FINA world 
championships start on Satur¬ 
day. 


LOURDES (AFP) - Norwe¬ 
gian Thor Hushovd of 
Garmin-Cervelo continued his 
dream Tour de France with 
victory in the 13 th stage from 
Pau to Lourdes on Friday. 

Frenchman Thomas 
Voeckler, of Europcar, re¬ 
tained the race leader's yel¬ 
low jersey after arriving with 
the main peloton and all the 
favourites seven and a half 
minutes later. 

On the second of three 
consecutive days in the Pyre¬ 
nees there were no changes to 
the overall standings. 

Luxembourg's F rank 
Schleck is second overall at 
lmin 49sec, Cadel Evans of 


Australia is third at 2:06 and 
Andy Schleck is fourth at 
2:17. 

Spain's three-time and de¬ 
fending champion Alberto 
Contador is still seventh at 
four minutes, just behind Ital¬ 
ian Ivan Basso in fifth and 
sixth-placed compatriot 
Damiano Cunego. 

Hushovd, who wore the 
race leader's yellow jersey for 
a week, now has nine individ¬ 
ual stage wins on the race and 
becomes the first rider since 
Spain's Oscar Freire to win a 
stage as reigning world 
champion. 

Having helped Garmin 
win the team time trial on 


stage two, Hushovd secured 
some personal glory by fol¬ 
lowing up a brave climbing 
display with a daring descent 
which allowed him to catch 
Frenchman Jeremy Roy with 
2km to race. 

"I felt really emotional 
coming over the finish line 
because I didn't imagine I 
could attack and climb over 
the Aubisque and then win on 
my own with the rainbow jer¬ 
sey," said Hushovd. 

"It’s the most beautiful 
stage I've won on the Tour de 
France, for sure." 

FDJ rider Roy had come 
over the summit of the day's 
only major climb, the Col 
d'Aubisque, with a 50sec lead 
on compatriot David Mon- 
coutie and a two-minute lead 
on Hushovd. 

Moncoutie, a strong 
climber known for his fear of 
descending, was soon reeled 
in and despite Hushovd's 
stronger finish on the flat the 
pair collaborated in a bid to 
close the gap. 

Criticised for helping 
Hushovd catch Roy, Mon¬ 
coutie hit back: "I don't agree. 
There were still a lot of kilo¬ 
metres to race and it's a stage 
victory on the Tour de France 
that's at stake.

Clarke, Glover lead British 
Open as Mcllroy advances

SANDWICH (AFP) - North¬ 
ern Ireland's Darren Clarke 
and Lucas Glover of the 
United States took a one-shot 
second round lead at the 
British Open on Friday as a 
slew of star names were sent 
packing. 

Clarke carded a two- 
under-par 68 for the second 
day running to move to four 
under at the halfway stage, 
while 2009 US Open cham¬ 
pion Glover shot a solid level 
par 70 for a 36-hole aggre¬ 
gate of 136. 

Bright sunshine and a light 
breeze invited low scores on 
the Royal St George's layout, 
yet the benign conditions did 
not prevent several heavy¬ 
weights including world 
number one Luke Donald 
from missing the cut. 

Clarke's round was a 
roller-coaster with an eagle 
and five birdies offset by a 
double-bogey and three bo¬ 
geys but the 42-year-old Ul¬ 
sterman was bullish about his 
prospects heading into the 
weekend, where poor 
weather has been forecast. 

"There's an awful long 
way to go yet, and I believe 
the forecast for the weekend 
is very, very poor, which I 
quite look forward to," 
Clarke said. 

A win for Clarke would be 
hugely popular for a player 
who had three top 10 finishes 
in the Open in a five-year spell 
from 1997, including a tie for 
second place at Troon in 1997 
and a tie for third place at 
Royal Lytham in 2001. 


Since then his fortunes 
have waxed and waned, and 
he will be forever remem¬ 
bered for his heroic perform¬ 
ances in the 2006 Ryder Cup 
shortly after the death from 
cancer of his wife Heather. 

But Clarke and Glover 
will be looking nervously 
over their shoulders at a large 
cluster of challengers who are 
within a few shots of the lead. 
Only seven strokes separate a 
congested field heading into 
the final two rounds. 

The chasing pack includes 
Germany's US PGA cham¬ 
pion and world No.3 Martin 
Kaymer, one of four players 
just a shot off the pace at 
three under. 

Tournament favourite Rory 
Mcllroy meanwhile remains 
in contention, bunched with 
12 players in the clubhouse at 
level par, four off the lead. 

The 22-year-old US Open 
champion, who had started the 
day one over, posted a one- 
under-par 69 after a round 
which included four birdies 
and three bogeys. "It would 
have been nicer to be a couple 
better, but I'll take that going 
into the weekend," Mcllroy 
said. "I'm very happy with my 
position and within striking 
distance of the leaders." 

English amateur Tom 
Lewis, who had led overnight 
after a record-breaking five- 
under-par round in the first 
round, meanwhile slipped 
down the board after a four- 
over-par 74 which left him at 
one under. 


USA coach feelin' groovy* as Japan

The Americans have already 
beaten Japan three times 
this year, once at the Al¬ 
garve Cup in March and 
twice in pre-World Cup 
friendlies.

Having beaten France 3-1 
in Wednesday's semi-final in 
Moenchengladbach, Sund¬ 
hage says regeneration is im¬ 
portant as her team get ready 
to take on all-action Japan. 

"We need to get our legs 
back, we played a phenome¬ 
nal game against Brazil, extra 
time, one man down and then 


a lot of defending against 
France," she said. 

"We have talked about 
defending and keeping 
possession is the best 
method of defence and to 
not rush in." 

With recent wins over 
Japan already under their 
belt, Sundhage says the 
wins have helped, but will 
count for little come Sun¬ 
day. 

"It gives us confidence, it 
means we are capable of win¬ 
ning against a technical 
team," she said.

Argentina have famously 
won nothing at senior level 
since the 1993 Copa while 
Uruguay won the 1995 event 
and then trailed off until they 
reached last summer's World 
Cup semi-finals. 

The pair's head-to-head 
record reads 13-13 but both 
are looking to their star men, 
Messi for the hosts, and For¬ 
lan for the Uruguayans, to turn 
the tide their way this time. 

"This match will generate 
interest around the world," 
predicted Uruguay striker Se¬ 
bastian Abreu. 

Veteran Abreu says the task 
is to shackle Messi, although 
he admits he loves watching 
the Barcelona man play. 

"You have to enjoy watching 
Messi - we're going up against 
the best player in the world. 

Argentina coach Sergio 
Batista, who hopes Messi 
will show his club form, as he 
did against Costa Rica, may 
opt to take Gonzalo Higuain 
out of the starting line-up on 
Saturday. 

Batista is believed to be 
pondering adding Esteban 
Cambiasso or else Lucas 
Biglia and taking out Real 
Madrid striker Higuain, who 
missed several chances against 
Costa Rica, in what would be 
a slightly more cautious line¬ 
up than the one which flat¬ 
tened the less wily Ticos.
